Dear Mr. McKathnie: 


We are requesting an additional $2,300.00 appropriation from the 
General Fund to Account No. 12-3-2332, Medical, Surgical and Drugs. 


This fund, Account No. 12-3-332, is an escrow fund whereby the 
vets get paid. The adoption fee collected at the Shelter is then re- 
turned to the General Fund. This fund also pays for an injured dog; a 
fee that the vet may charge for treating a valuable dog, when the owner 
cannot be located. 


The rising amount paid to the veterinarians for their inspection 
services has lowered the balance remaining in this account to the point 
that an additional appropriation is necessary to continue normal procedure. 
This increase in veterinarian bills is due to the fact that more people, 
who have adopted pets, are taking advantage of the veterinary inspection 
provided them when they pay their adoption fee. Previous years an averag 
of 65 to 75% of the adoptors had these inspections made whereas in 1968 
and average 95% had this done.
